The more the student of world affairs looks at Cuba the more he is mystified. 
The cause of the trouble down there does not appear plainly. It has been said 
dissatisfaction with the rule or President Palma is at the bottom of the rebel- 
lion, but it is whispered that there is something deeper behind it ; that in fact, 
the Cuban government is secretly conniving with the rebels to make it neces- 
sary for r the United States to intervene and once for all take Cuba into the 
Union. What basis there is for the latter report does not appear. In any case, 
should the rebellion reach alarming proportions, it would be necessary for 
the United States to step in and stop the trouble, and it would not be enough 
merely to set the little government on its feet again. A government ^propped 
up by American bayonets would have little respect in Cuba or anywhere else. 
It would be relatively in the position of the discredited governments in Centra 1 
America. 

The United States is responsible for Cuba to the world. On our assurance 
that’there would be some kind of stable government on the island, a great deal 
of foreign capital has gone there, as well as money from American investors 
and it would be perfectly natural for all these investors to look to the United 
States for protection. And they have a right to it. 

Annexation, therefore, whether or not there are interests in the island 
which are pushing matters to a crisis for the purpose of bringing it about, is 
being talked everywhere. It stands to reason that Americans in business in 
Cuba are anxious for annexation. They want to get their sugar, their fruits, 
their other products into this country free of duty. It is interesting at this 
point to remember that we get seven-twelfths of our sugar from Cuba. Sugar

obviously. It would injure their markets to have Cuban sugar and tobacco on 
the free list. 

But laying aside every question of business expediency, and taking note of 
neither annexationists nor antis, the fact of America’s responsibility for 
Cuba remains. If their is disorder in the island which approaches a crisis of 
any character, the world will look to us to intervene. It will not be a question 
of free sugar and tobacco, or otherwise, but one simple justice to the nations 
that have been assured by the United "States that Cuba is a safe place for in- 
vestment and a safe place to live. If the Cubans show that they are capable 
of taking care of themselves, and therefore of the vast material interests 
which have centered in their island since the war with Spain, '.the United 
States must step in. And if intervention come, which it looks very much like 
it will, it can hardly mean anything less than annexation, ha spite of any op- 
position that may develop, either here or in Cuba.

The price of wheat varies according to the amount raised and the surplus for 
sale in the markets of the world. Every country that raises more wheat 
than its people can use must export that surplus to England and those European 
countries that do not raise enough to supply their own people. The price of 
wheat is therefore fixed by the law of supply and demand. With good crops 
everywhere the price of wheat is low, with poor crops the price is high.. It

MIGRATIONS OF THE GREAT HERDS 
OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 



The Animals Are Strong and Gallant 

Swimmer* nad Take the Water 

Like a Wild Fowl — Their Leap* 

When Chased by the Gray Wolf. 

The great caribou herds of New* 
fouudland migrate semiannually, nud 
no one but an actual witness of these 
migrations can form an adequate con- 
ception of the marvelous number of 
deer which the island contains. 

It is estimated that the number which 
crossed the Exploits river at one point 
during ten days in the autumn of last 
year exceeded 4,000. This crossing 
ground is ouly oue of scores of similar 
trails. 

Somewhere about the middle of Sep- 
tember the migratory tide sets south- 
ward, the hinds, with fawns, forming 
the vanguard of the long procession. 
The lazy stags hang in the rear until 
some storm more severe than ordinary 
gives an unmistakable earnest of the 
approach of winter. 

Then all alike hurry toward the shel- 
tered districts In the south, taking a 
straight course over bowlder strewn 
mountain heights, through tangled and 
obdurate masses of timber, across 
mountain torrents and immense lakes. 

During winters of unusual severity 
the animals ofteu draw quite uear to 
the settlements on the south coast, 
whereupon the settlers, armed with 
fearsome firearms, such as sealers used 
some fifty years ago, straightway pro- 
ceed to decimate the herds with vol- 
leys of buckshot. The price of caribou 
venison at such times in the city of St. 
John's has been known to drop to 2 
cents a pound. 

The foes of the caribou other than 
man are not numerous. Although the 
big gray wolf is still reported on the 
northern plains in considerable num- 
bers. it is now seldom encountered iu 
the interior. Having formerly existed 
in large packs, it is supposed that a 
migration must have occurred across 
the winter ice fioes of the Belle Isle 
strait to the coast of Labrador. 

Even such a redoubtable beast of 
prey as tin* gray wolf could at no time 
make certain of a successful foray up- 
on an animal endowed with such great 
speed and endurance as a well grown 
caribou. A trustworthy old Newfound- 
laud trapper says that he once witness- 
ed an exciting chase by wolves of a 
couple of prickets, or two-year-old car- 
ibou stags. 

Both sides doubtless were going at 
their utmost pace. He measured the 
bounds of the caribou and l'ouml them 
eighteen feet, Avhile the wolves ouly 
'•lea red fourteen feet, so that the cari- 
bou easily gained on them when close 
pressed. 

So much ahead were the caribou at 
times that they rolled over on their 
backs in tbe snow to cool their panting 
and heaving sides and seemed to gath- 
er new strength and refreshment from 
the act. 

Another enemy of the caribou fawns 
has of late years quietly replaced the 
wolf, the stealthy and bloodthirsty 
Lynx canadensis. The Island at this 
date swarms with these fierce cats. 

Antlers are common to both sexes of 
tlie caribou. There are rare occasional 
stags with short legs and compact bod- 
ies which never carry antlers and 
show no rudimentary growth, and there 
also are some few does devoid of horns, 
A Newfoundland guide tells of seeing 
a dozen mature caribou in company, 
and only oue, a nearly white stag, car- 
ried antlers. 

The caribou is a strong and" gallant 
swimmer. Each limb is like a paddle, 
the extended hoof answering to the 
blade. Iu the winter the frog of these 
euormous hoofs becomes completely 
absorbed, so that its shape grows con- 
cave, while very sharp, shell-like edges 
grow well out on the margins, assist- 
ing the animal immensely in crossing 
frozen lakes and scaling the steep sides 
of slippery rock precipices. 

It is an interesting sight to watch the 
herds taking water with as much un- 
concern as wild fowls. The enormous 
thickness of their dense coats of hair 
doubtless helps to fioat their bodies 
high above the surface, giving a buoy- 
ancy almost equal to that of a cork 
jacket. 

While swimming they rest their un- 
derjaws on the water, with nostrils 
slightly elevated, and carry their white 
scuts erect. Should they suddenly catch 
a whiff of wind from the hunter they 
give evidence of their excitement by 
bounding twice or thrice almost en- 
tirely clear of the water, causing a tre- 
mendous commotion. 

In their migration they are usually 
seen to travel on the leads (deer paths) 
In single file, the stags, as a rule, bring- 
ing up the rear. The most forward aud 
alert sentinels of the herds are the bar- 
fen does. Next come the does with 
fawns, always prepared to give warn- 
ing to their Indolent consorts. All the 
savannas of the interior of Newfound- 
land are scored by well defined leads, 
which the herds invariably make for 
and follow.— Empire Review.

• An ordinance for the con- 
struction of side-walks. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of the City of Paris, 
Ky. 

That the hereinafter named property 
owners be and are hereby required to 
construct side-walks in front, of their 
property abutting on the streets here- 
inafter named. 

Said side-walks are to be of the es- 
tablished width on said streets an are 
to be constructed of Concrete, accord- 
ing to the specifications of an ordi- 
nance for the construction of side 
-walks in the City of Paris, passed by 
the Board of Council on the 29th day 
of April, 1905, and recorded in the City 
Clerk’s Office; and are to be construct- 
ed on a grade to be established by the 
Mayor. 

The construction of said side-walks 
must be completed not later than 90 
days from the publication of this ordi- 
nance. 

If said work is not completed by 
said time the City Council shall after 
advertisement for bids for the con- 
streution that remains to be done, let 
the contract and issue Apportionment 
Warrants for the costs of same. Said 
warrants to be a lien on the property.

His 
little horse knows the game as per- 
fectly as he does, throwing himself 
Lack on his haunches into the best 
possible position to stand the shock 
and the strain which he knows will 
arrive when the rope is drawn tight, of 
which one end is about the steer and 
the other is fastened to the horn of 
the big Spanish saddle. The horse 
stands firm and the steer tumbles. 
Sometimes the Mexicans will ride 
down and lasso the e.oyote or the wild 
turkey, for the turkey likes his legs 
better than his wings as means of loco- 
motion. and will seldom fly again after 
he has been flushed and marked down. 

The actual evolution of the lasso may 
be Imagined easily— at first a big loop 
of rope thrown about the head of an 
animal beside which the rider galloped, 
then the free running noose at the end 
of a single rope. But the accuracy of 
aim with the loop is the wonder. After 
all. it cannot be nearly so subtle an 
affair as the boomerang throw, for 
though perhaps the Mexican excels, 
the white cowboy is nearly if not quite 
his match. But the things that a Mex- 
ican can do with a rope or bit of raw- 
hide are marvelous. lie will fit a fresh 
rawhide “rinta” round the nut of a 
screw that has stuck, and unscrew it 
when the hide has hardened, though the 
white mechanic, with his specially 
made wrench, has failed. You may be 
told this tale— and it is a credible one — 
by many who have worked on the rail- 
ways in the Mexican republic. 

The best noose story is a British one. 
Like many of the best stories, it is 
a bus driver’s story, and, like all of 
the best stories, it is an old story. Bus 
A and Bus B were together in a block. 
The driver of Bus A had the end of 
his whip hitched up into a little noose 
and kept playing with it, putting his 
finger through it and dragging it tight, 
then loosening it again. He also “kept 
saying nothing” and looking nowhere 
in particular; nevertheless the driver 
of Bus B began glaring at him, and 
his face grow more and more crimson, 
until finally the winged words broke 
forth numerically, and he cursed the 
player with the noose as only one bus 
driver can curse another. Still the 
driver of Bus A kept saying nothing, 
and as innocently as ever playing with 
the noose. Then the “fare” who sat 
beside the driver of Bus A leaned for- 
ward and asked him. “What’s the mat- 
ter with that man?” indicating the 
driver of Bus B. “What’s he so angry 
with you about? You’re not doing him 
any harm.”

♦ he Wonder* of This Queer Weapon. 
The Mexlcuns’ I'se of Ihe Lasso — The 
Ilcat “Xoose" Story. 

Among the weapons which the wit of 
primitive man devised to aid him in 
the struggle for existence with ani- 
mals far more formidably endowed 
by nature than himself, the way in 
which some were suggested to him by 
the objects which he saw around him 
is obvious enough, but of others we 
are amazed by his ingenuity in their 
design and his skill in their use. 

The most striking instance of both 
this skill in use and cleverness in de- 
sign is perhaps the boomerang. ’The 
perfection of balance, curve and weight 
in all its parts is so exaet that modern 
dynamics have been quite unable to 
find a formula according to which a 
workable boomerang can bo turned out 
by a carpenter, and the skill needed 
for the use of even the most perfect 
weapon is such that the untutored ef- 
forts of the most stalwart thrower of 
a cricket bail are ridiculously futile 
when he begins to make trial of it. It 
is scarcely too much to say that in 
spite of years of practice no white 
man has ever succeeded in becoming 
effective with it. 

We are told that there is in Australia 
a tree whose seed pod is so formed 
that when detached by the process of 
natural growth from the branch it 
whirls through the air with a curve 
analogous to that of the boomerang— 
we see a faint suggestion of a similar 
movement in the gyrations of the seed 
pods of our own ash— and it has been 
conjectured that the observant “black 
fellow” may have received from this 
the fiist hint of tbe weapon which he 
eventually fashioned into the wonder- 
ful boomerang. It is a conjecture 
which will over remain conjectural. 

Others of man’s early weapons— the 
club, the spear, the hatchet (originally, 
we may suppose, a stone cleft by acci- 
dent to a cutting edge)— are edsy to 
understand. Nature gave them almost 
ready made into his hand. The almost 
universal use of the bow. a weapon of 
much more elaboration, does not sug- 
gest a puzzle nearly so baffling as the 
boomerang. Tbe force of elasticity in 
the sapling would be apt almost liter- 
ally to “jump to the eyes” of the sav- 
age as he made his way through the 
bush and his friend in front released 
a bough from its tension to fly back 
and whipdilm across tlie face. 

To cut such a sapling, to fasten to 
either end ol‘ it a sinew or a stretch of 
a tough creeping plant, to fit an arrow 
on the string and discharge it by the 
relaxed tension of the released string 
are no doubt a series of operations de- 
manding much ingenuity and probably 
much time for their development, but 
we can imagine the steps. We are not 
left wondering. Even the throwing 
stick— that very effective application of 
the principle of tbe lever by which the 
wild man added so very greatly to the 
force and distance of his throw of bis 
missile si>ear— may be supposed to 
have been discovered by accidental 
means which we can reconstruct. The 
boomerang still remains tlie biggest 
puzzle. 

There is another adaptation of a 
very simple Instrument which we do 
not know to have such antiquity as 
some of these, yet must always seem 
very marvelous when we lirst wituess 
the variety of uses and th<^ perfection 
to which it has been brought— that use 
of a bit of rope which we call lassoing. 
The value of the noose we can easily 
imagine to have been brought very 
early to the notice of man in bis more 
or less natural state. Its efficacy in 
arresting his progress through a forest 
thickly hung with lianas must soon 
have struck him as one of the incon- 
veniences of his existence, but we do 
not seem to find record at a very early 
I stage of any practical use to which he 
' might have put the hint so given him. 
The greatest wonder in the history of 
i the noose (second only to the marvel- 
ous skill exhibited by the experts in 
its use) is that certain nations should 
have acquired the skill that they did 
acquire in it with so few generations 
of practice. 

We may probably take it for granted 
that the American red Indian did not 
begin to use it until after the Spaniards 
had made their way to America. The 
origin of the word is Latin, “laqueus.” 
There is Portuguese “laco.” We “las- 
so” or “lace” our boots every morning, 
presuming that we do not spend the 
day in slippers. But apart from that it

Dlntrlbntiiifi: Wealth. 

Why there should be hardworking 
poor men and idle rich men in the same 
community is a question which no one 
has answered and no oue can answer 
satisfactorily. That is why the opin- 
ion is so prevalent that the world, 
economically considered, is so very 
much out of joint. But although there 
is so much unanimity in the opinion 
that wealth ought not to be distributed 
as it now is, there is still a wide di- 
versity of opinion where there is any 
definite opinion at all as to how it real- 
ly ought to be distributed. These opin- 
ions may, however, be reduced to three 
fundamentally distinct theories, which 
I shall call the aristocratic, the social- 
istic and the democratic, or liberalistic, 
theories. The aristocratic theory is 
that the good things of the world be- 
long more particularly to certain 
groups or classes than to others by vir- 
tue of some circumstance connected 
with their birth or heredity aud inde- 
pendently of their individual achieve- 
ments. The socialistic theory is that 
wealth ought to be distributed accord- 
ing to needs or according to some sim- 
ilar plan arranged beforehand aud in- 
dependently of the individual ability 
to acquire wealth in the rough and 
ready struggle of life. The democratic, 
or liberalistic, theory is that wealth 
ought to he distributed according to 
productivity, usefulness or worth.— T. 
N. Carver in Atlantic.

The Melancholy Cuckoo. 

The American cuckoo belongs to the 
woodpecker tribe and is ouly a sum- 
mer visitor, coming about the 1st of 
June and leaving early iu the fall for 
Florida. Unlike the English cuckoo, 
ours builds its own nest aud raises its 
young, to whom it is a most deyoted 
parent. We have two species in this 
country— the yellow bill aud the black 
bill, the latter being best known in 
Pennsylvania. Both are smaller than 
the old world species ami differ from It 
in color, being greenish olive above 
and bluish white beneath, while the 
European bird Is black winged. The 
American cuckoo has a tail longer than 
its body, which gives it a hawklike ai>- 
pearauce, and the plumage Is soft and 
silky, like that of the owl, which ena- 
bles It to fly without making any 
noise, so that we often hear its call 
without being able to see the bird. 
Burroughs says, “This call of the cuck- 
oo has a solitary, hermitlike sound, as 
if the bird were alone in the world and 
called on the fates to witness his des- 
olation.” He has never heard the call 
answered, nor has he ever seen two 
birds together. The call is heard most 
in cloudy weather and before a rain, 
from which the bird gets the name of 
rain crow.

For nearly a century there has been 
a con trovers/ among historians as to 
who ended the life of the redoubtable 
Indian chieftain, Tecumseh. The death 
of Uncle Kimno Thomas, on Cedar 
Creek, Owen county, developed the 
fact that Colonel J. D. Liliard, of 
Owenton, sent the soul of the great 
Sachem to the happy hunting ground. 
Uncle Kimbo was a soldier in Col. Dick 
Johnson’s regiment in the battle of the 
Thames and he was wont to recount, 
rarely, however, the stirring scenes of 
that sanguinary conflict. Uncle Kimbo 
said that amidst the clash of arms, 
when foot to foot and hand to hand, 
the savage and the white man fought 
for life, he saw the noble Indian and 
Colonel Dick Johnson front each other.
